The Closing Scene 



Slaughtering the Innocents. 
The Licences Ordenance.witK which 
our yesterday's report ended, occupied 
the House till fnr cm in the night, and 
it passed its final reading in a tolera- 
bly complete from. The Municipality 
Amendment Act waa next takon up, 
aud it gave rise to a most animated 
discussion which lasted till about -1 o- 
clock in tho morning, ono of the 
Ministers (tho Chief Commissioner) 
"talking against titno" during a great 
part ofjthe night and evoking a bcouo of 
confusion such as lias never beon wit- 
nessed in tho Legislative Halls of the 
country. All the provisions of tho Bill 
hud been abandoned savo the ono vesting 
in the Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
tbo power of appointing and dismissing 
Police Magistrates; and a new clause was 
inserted specially for the city of Vic- 
toria, providing that, in addition to the 
power of appointment and revocation, 
tho Lieutenaut-Governor in Council 
shall also have the power of fixing the 
•alary. For somo time opposition to these 
provisions was con fined to Mr. beavon 
and Dr. Ash, and it soon became evident 
that the former was determined upon 
obstructing the business of tho country 
either fi r the purpose of killing tho Bill 
or for the purpose of kilting the remaining 
Bills, or both. Frequent visits to the 
Lobby (the Major was in the Lobby) had 
the effect of causing tho Premier to veer 
round into quasi opposition to what he 
hadbofore strongly upheld; aud when 
taunted hyMr. McCreight with opposing 
a clause drawn up at his (tho Premier's) 
own dictation, couched in his own words, 
in fact, tho Premier declared, amid 
laughter, that it did not take him many 
minutes to chaugo his views on any ques- 
tion. Fieally the Bill was got through 
Committee, and passed its final reading. 
It was now 4 o'clock and several impor- 
tant measures, notably tho Bill to give 
Nanaimo another member and to creato 
the now District of Caledonia with ono 
member, and the Bill to incorporate the 
B. C. Protestant Orphan'b Home, still 
awaited a second reading. Tho latter 
was taken up first, and was ruled out of 
order by the Speaker, on tho ground that 
it dealt with religion and ought to have 
originated in Committee of tho Whole. 
Amotion to suspend tbo rules of tho 
House in order to overcome this techni- 
cal objection was opposed by Mr. Hol- 
brook and by Ministers, amid indignant 
cries of ''shame !" And so tho Bill was 
lost. At this stage of the proceedings 
the Premier jumped up and moved tne 
House do now adjourn till 2:30 p. sr. ou 
Thursday, thereby outting off further 
legislation, killing the remaining Bills, aud 
Btifling the disagreeable (to Ministers) in- 
vestigation going on before Select Com- 
mittees, It now became tolerably clear, 
evon to tho least suspicious, 
that an artful game had 
been put up by tho Government, and 
that Mr. Beaven plaved his part by speak- 
ing against time. It remains for the 
people to pass judgment upon such an 
undignified and contemptible proceed- 
ing—one unparalleled, we behove, in tho 
history of Responsible Government. 
Thus andeth the last session of tho first 
Parliament of tho Pacific Province.

FOURTH SESSION. 

EVENING SITTING. 

Tuesday, April 20. 

LICENSE AMENDMENT LULL. 

The amendmentfl to this bill wore as 
follows: — To allow the issue of special 
licenso by the joint action of threo Jus- 
tice's of the Peace to the holder of 
regular licenses to sell liquors in. booths 
at fairs and similar assemblages such 
Bpecial licenses to be good for 48 hours 
only. To allow the issue of special 
liconses an any time for the sale of 
liquois on board steamboats to the 
passengors and crews only at the rate 
of f30 for six months, subject, in other 
raapocts, to provisions of provious or- 
dinances. An amendment for allowing 
the transfer of licences was thrown out 
on tho ground Unit if allowed it would be 
a means of evading tho act, 

On motion of the Premier tho section 
requiring tho payment of S25 by lawyers, 
BUch money to ho devoted to the estab- 
lishment of a law library, was struck 
out. This gave rise to cousidoruble dis- 
•usBion. 

Mr. Smitho thought tho tax ought to 
be retained, but paid to the credit of 
general revenuo 

Hon. Mr. VYalkom maintained that the 
claim of lawyers to be exempted was as 
good as that of surgeons and physicians, 
and that the clause was equivalent to a 
private bill for the special benefit of the 
law society and was therefor out of or- 
der. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that convey- 
ancers aud land agents be also exemptod. 

Tho Chief Commissioner opposed on 
tho ground that this was tampering with 
tho City revenue and dehtroyiug the se- 
curity for tho Water Works debentures. 

Mr. McCreight did not look upon the 
eelf-styled conveyancers as lawyers, and 
did not agree with M-. Humphreys that 
they ware entitled to tho same considera- 
tion; besides, the City lost nothing by 
the abolition of the tax on lawyors, as 
they never received it. 

Jar. Barnston had no objection. He 
looked on the conveyances executed by 
those gentlemen as one of the principal 
sources of legal business, and would like 
to see this class of men encouraged. It 
va* good for trade. (Laughter.) Car- 
ried. 

Mr. Holbrook proposed to striko out 
the words 1 \\ per cent. in the clause relat- 
ing to the Licenses of Auctioneers. Tho 
bon. gentleman said it was a great re- 
striction of this branch of tho business. 

Mr. Humphreys related cases from his 
own experience in this occupation to 
•how that the tax was avoided by the 
praotice of selling one or two casoa of a 
large lost of goods "with tho privilege," 
by which tho tax was paid on one or two 
aases sold, and the remainder of tho lot 
although bargained for and sold there 
and then,- were hold to be sold by private 
■ale, and no tax paid thereon. Largo 
■took* bolongii.^ to wealthy traders were 
thereby aold without paying tax, while 
goods sold for tho benefit of some dead 
man's oreditors or widow, which in most 
cases could not be so dealt with, had to 
pay up. He had no hesitation in saying 
tbat two-thirds of tho revonne of $300 
derived from this tax camo from tho last 
mentioned source. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven again objected on 
the ground that it was an attack on tho 
City revenue, and thought they had better 
■triko out the wholo clause and takeaway 
tho security for tho debentures at onco if 
they wished to do so. 

Mr. Smitho said tho auctioneers looked 
upon tho l 1 /, per cent, as vexatious, aud 
would not object te the tax on liconses 
being raised if the other tax woro abol- 
ished. 

Mr. Booth proposed to mako the li- 
censes 8100. 

Mr. Kobson thought this would tond 
to a monopoly in the trade. 

Considerable confusion hero ocourrod. 
The time was about 12 p. m. and several 
members woro on the lloor at onoo. 

Mr. Bam -ton considered that ho had 
tho floor aud insisted on his right to 
gpoak, and he intended to stand up for 
his rights, and did so until 

Tho Premier Raid that if more dispatch 
was not nf-od at tiiis late hour of the ses- 
sion some bills must be unavoidably left 
over. Ho would move that the Commit- 
tee rise and if members wished to kill tho 
bill they might do so. 

After morn confusion and tho putting 
of tho question 3 or 1 times by tlioUuair- 
man, Mr. Todd, See. M, Clause 10, was 
at last struck out leaving tho auctioneer 
question unaltered. 

After one or two more amendments, 
riBiuhs to 
(1 report- 

iplete with amendments. 
A motion of Mr. Humphreys to recom- 
mit tho bill on the ground that many 
members wished the vote on tho clause 
relating to auctioneers to bo rescinded, 
W»s Jqufc, 

Me. Widkem movod the suspension of 
tho Standing Order*, and after Mr. Hol- 
brook had spoken in opposition on tho 
ground that the Bill as reported by the 
Committee would not stop certain disor- 
derly conduct which ho alleged took 
place at Burrard Inlet from tho want of 
proper regulations of tho License ques- 
tion, aud a reply by Mr. Hughes, the bill 
wai road a third time and passed. 

Dr. Tolmie introduced an Act to regu- 
late the assessment of real property and 
to amend tho Munioipal Act. Ho ex- 
plained tho objoct of tho bill to be to 
provide that real property should bo as- 
sessed jjt i r s actual (josh value, aud to 
provide for a Court of Appeal from tho 
decision of the Assessors, whioh at pre- 
sent did not exist, tho Municipal Coun- 
cil being practically a judge in its own 
cause in all so callod appeal cases. Seo. 
15 of the Bill proposed to repeal See. 42 
of tho Municipality Act, W<\, and to in- 
t)jqdu«]u'if plunge giving tho power of 
appointing tho Municipal Police Magis- 
trate to tho Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 



0»p pl which extended t.ha prufig 
Vanaitn ' t' 10 Committee rose and 
ed the Bill complete with amend 



The bon. Promior approvod of tho last 
olause and thought it would bo well to 
pasi the Bill if it contained that only. 

Hon Mr. Beavon thought it strango 
that with four mombors for Victoria in 
the House the task of bringing in this 
bill should bo left to tho hon. member 
for Viotoria District. For his part ho 
thought that tho Police Magistrate Bhonld 
bo appointed by those who paid him. He 
disapproved of tho bill altogether and 
moved that it bo road that day 6 months. 

Mr.lMcCnuht, after a few words iu de- 
fence of the first clauses of tho bill, 
which bo Baid were taken from an Act 
now in force in Canada, jiroceeded to re- 
view tho remarks of tho Chiof Commis- 
sioner in relation to Clause 15, He did 
not understand the conduot of the bon. 
Chief Commissioner who appeared to be 
in favor of a eonrso which must imme- 
diately lead to corruption of tho worst 
kind. Tho prosent Police Magistrate had 
nearly been dismissed by tho Council at 
tho beginning of this year and it was not 
a desirable state of things that any such 
otlioer should bo eubjoct to the beck and 
call of a Municipality. It would be a 
legitimate result of tho Chiof Commis- 
sioner's argument that all tho English 
Judges should be elected by the people 
instead of being soleoted by Her Majes- 
ty. 

Dr. Tolmie, on the motion to postpone 
tho bill for six months, spoko in defence 
of it and opposod tho views of the Chief 
Commissioner as to the consequences of 
establishing a Court of Appeal, main- 
taining that tho BO-oallod appeal allowed 
now was a mockery, and very few availed 
themselves of it. Ho would also remind 
tho Chief Commissioner that tho House 
gave the Municipality their power and tho 
same authority which gave could take it 
away. 

Mr. Robson, while supporting the mea- 
sure, was disposed, under the circum- 
stance*, to agree with the leader of the 
Government as to the propriety of aban 
doniug all excepting tbat provision vest- 
ing in the Government tho power of ap- 
pointing and dismissing the Police Ma- 
gistrates. He had always thought that 
it was a mistake to make that important 
judicial functionary a more dependent of 
a body elected every year. If thpro wan 
one institution more than another of 
which Britons havo a right to feel proud 
it is their jurisprudence, and it owes its 
excellence iu a great measuro to the fact 
of being raised above political influences. 
Tho more intimate the connection be- 
tween the Crown and the Banch the bet- 
ter. There was a time in the history of 
our nation when it was not so; but un- 
der tho benign reign of our Gracious 
Queen— God bless her [cheers |— it is 
so. It ought to bo the aim jealously 
to guard that golden oord which con- 
nects the Crown and the Judiciary; and 
such was the objeot of the present mea- 
sure. It was idle to suppose that such 
an objeot could be attained by placing 
the appointment in tho hands of the Mu- 
nicipalities. Ho would, with the permis- 
sion of the House, relate a little anec- 
dote — something which aotually happen- 
ed in this oity a few days ago — by way of 
illustrating the tondoncy of such a sys- 
tem: A somewhat serious onso came be- 
fore the Police Magistrate. Tho case had 
been adjourned till the following day. 
That evening the Magistrate was invited 
to meet, a Coi.imittee of the Council ap- 
pointed to confer with him as to how he 
should determine the ease on the mor- 
row f sensation]. Was not such a pro- 
position monstrous ? Was it not calcu- 
lated to alarm the subject as to the safe- 
ty of their dearest institution? Was it 
not calculated to soil the ermine, to trail 
the goddess of justice in the dust? [Ap- 
plause.] Ho appealed to every loyal 
British heart to avert suoh a calamity in 
this community [cheers]. 

Mr. Somlin thought the principle that 
Magistrates should bo appointed by tho 
Crown a vory good one. 

Mr. Booth said all Magistrates in On- 
tario were appointed by tho Government. 

Dr. Ash favored the motion that the 
bill bo read this day six months. 

The Premier advised tho lion, member 
for Victoria District to striko ant all 
clauses except that relating to the ap- 
pointment of the Polioo Magistrate. 

Dr. Tolmie accepted the suggestion. 

The Speaker thou put the Chiof Com- 
missioner's amondmout to postpone the 
reading of tho Bill for G morths and the 
vote being taken stood: for the amend- 
ment, Messrs. Beaven and Ash, and the 
Speaker declnred it lost. 

Tho House went into Committooon tho 
Bill, Mr. Duck in the Ciiair. 

On motion all clauses to No. 15 were 
taken as read and struck out, and olause 
15 providing that it should ho lawful for 
the Governor in Council, after a fitting 
salary has been iixod, to appoint a Polico 
Magistrate for tho City of Victoria, such 
person to retain the appointment at plea- 
sure. 

Tho Chiof Commissioner opposed in a 
long speeoh, during which ha road long 
oxtraots from old acts upon municipal 
affairs, and was* censed moro than once 
of speaking against time. About 2:30 
o'clock most of the Government members 
wore absent or in tho lobby. 

Tho Speaker took hon. Mr. Beavon so 
veroly to task for wasting tho time of the 
House at that lato period of the session 
and hoped that no hon. gentleman would 
leave the Houao until tho question was 
decided. 

Mr. MoCraifdit deqlaivd that ho meant 
to oUuu guard a good anal longer bofore 
he allowed the source of justioo to be 
polluted. 

Mr. Beavon continued to occupy tho 
floor, with moro or loss interruption till 
about 4 o'clock, amid such scenes of con- 
tusion as it is hoped may not be repeated. 
Finally the House got out of Committee, 
and the Bill was reported complete with 
amendments. The report was adopted 
and tho Bill was read a third time and 
paused, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved tho 2nd 
reading oi his bill to reduce tho term of 
duration of Parliament from four years 
to two years. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni moved a six months' 
hoist, which was carried. 

Mr. Duck moved the 2nd reading of 
the Orphanage Bill. 

Tho Spoaker ruled tho Bill out of 
order on the ground that it related to 
religion and should, haya' originated! iu 
Committee of the wholo House, 

Mr. Hobson was pressing for a suspen- 
sion of the rules in order that the Bill 
might pass, whon Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
Holbrook resisted, tho former moving 
the adjournment of tho House till Thip-s- 
day at 2:30 p.m. 

Mr. B-obson, Mr. Smitho ami other 
members protested against such a pro- 
ceeding as being calculated to kill a num- 
ber of important measures. 

Tho rremior was, however, inexorablo 
and, inaa exoited ninnuor, insiatod upon 



having his motion carried, which was 
done despite tho remonstrancos of the 
Opposition. 

ThoHouso rose at 20 minutes past 5 
o'clock amid much excitement and oon- 
fusion, .

The Terrible Explosion. 

FULL DETAILS OF THE GREAT EXPLOSION 
AND FIRE AT RAN FRANCISCO. 



[FroM tho 8, F. Call of April 8.) 

One of the most disastrous fires 
which baB occurred in this city for 
many yoars, ono involving the loss of 
human life aud tho destruction of a 
great amount of property, took place 
yesterday afternoon at liiiicon Point. 
Tho lire, which bad its origin in the 
explosion of a quantity of giant pow- 
der in a small shanty on Harrison 
street wharf, east of Spear street, set 
tiro to and reduced to ashes three 
small buildings on tho corner of Spear 
aud Harrision streets, Riley and Vest's 
hay barn, a shed belonging to tho 
Black Diamond Coal Company on 
Spear street, and Hathaway's bonded 
warehouse on Hathaway's wllftif. 

HOW THE EXPLOSION OCCURRED. 

J, N. Riadon, who is engaged in re- 
moving "Rincon Rock," an obstruc 
tion in tho harbor oti' Rincon Point, 
had rented from Alexander Thomp- 
son a small building uu tho south side 
of Harrison street and located but a 
qhort distance from the bonded ware- 
house, and which ho used ostensibly 
for the purpose of an office. East of 
this ''office'' was a small fiame house, 
occupied uy Tnouips'ou with ins fam- 
ily, and west of it were two small 
houses, one occupying tho corner sit", 
and usod as a barroom, by Frod.Haaso; 
tho other, which was to tho south of 
Haaso's plaeo, along tho line of Har- 
rison stroot, was kept as a restaurant 
by Fied. Ingalls and wifo. On tho 
opposite side of Harrison street woro 
Haaso's residence (ft two story frame 
hou.no; mid the hay barn and coal 
shed. Ridsou, it appears, usod tho 
" officio" fts a plaeo to prepare cartridg- 
es of giant powder, used in tho sub- 
marine blasts, which woro mado by a 
man named Clark, who was foreman 
of tho blustpig gang. 

A SHOCK WAS FELT, 

and a loud report was hoard by thoso 
in tho immediate vicinity, while the 
report wns heard at ft considerable 
distance from tho site of tho disaster. 
Tho force qf tho explosion shattered 
tho houses occupied by Thompson, 
Ilaaso and Ingalls into splinters, and 



/tho fragments which for p, moment gla.su from hor portion . Though bad- 



tilled tho air were strewn in every dir- 
ection. A portion of the north-west- 
ern corner of tho warehouse, a ono- 
story brick structure, was blown in. 
Tho debris were violently forcrd ftcress 
Spear street. As soon as tho force of 
tho explosion had boon spent, it was 
discovered that 

RISDON'S OFFICE WAS ON FIRE, 

And then loud cries for help were 
heard. Sovoral men, whoso names 
we wore unable to ascertain, ran to 
and from under the debris of Thomp- 
son's house, dragged Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompson, who had been caught un- 
der some falling timbers and were 
bleeding from numerous wounds. 
These injured persons were removed 
to a temporary place of safety, after 
which they were taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital for treatment. The incident 
attracted a largo number of people to 
tho Bpot, and soon as it boenmo known 
that people wore caught in the ruins, 
many willing hands were ready to 
give assistance, and they went to 
work with a will to rescue the unfor 
tunates. Before tho fireman arrived 
these volunteers removed a number 
of woundod and two dead men. 

WHAT THE WHARFINGER SAW. 

Wm. O. Cornell, tho wharfinger on 
Harrison street, when questioned in 
regard to what he knew of the disas- 
ter, said: "I was walking toward the 
wharf, and had got to about fifty feet 
from' Haase's corner, when Iheaid the 
explosion and saw a sheet of flame 
come from where Risdon's offico was 
and leap across the street. It seemed 
to mo as if this had as much to do 
with knocking Haaso's residence down 
as the force of the explosion. Taen 
down came Haase's saloon and restau- 
rant with a terrible crash, and frag- 
ments of brick, glass aud wood filled 
the air and fell all about f mo. There 
were a number of men in the saloou, 
and, aB soon as I could recover from 
the effects of the shock, I and two or 
threo other men ran up and took three 
mon from the saloon. We also got a 
woman and a boy out of tho house 
which Haase occupied as a dwelling. 
They were bo much covered with 
blood that they could not be recog- 
nized. I then sent Stokes, the wharf 
sweeper, to turn on an alarm; but he- 
fore he could do so tho warehouse and 
shedB wore in flames." 

THE FIRE, 

Which gained rapidly, set the roof of 
the warehouse in a blaze, and in a 
very short time ignited the goods with 
which the structure was filled. It had 
also in the meantime spread across 
Harrison street and enveloped the 
hay-barn and contents. Then tho 
lire, feeding on highly inflammable 
material, burned fiercely, and the 
flames shot up high in the air through 
the dense black smoke. The streets, 
bills and house-tops in the vicinity 
were crowded with people, who gazed 
at tho awful spectacle before them. 
Tho crowd was so dense on the streets 
that tho police were forced to draw 
ropes across the streets and keep the 
people beyond thorn in ordor to givo 
tho firemen an opportunity to work. 

THE LOSS OF PROPERTY. 

The bonded warehouse was filled 
with sugar, burlaps and ales, belong- 
ing or consigned to J. C. Merrill & 
Co., Forbes Bios., H. P. Blanohard St 
Co,, C. Adolpho Low & Co., and Par- 
rott & Co. There was not less than 
1,000 tons of sugar iu the warehouse. 
Tho loss is estimated tit five or six 
hundred thousand dollars. The bond- 
ed goods were insured by tho consig- 
nees. The building was uninsured, 
and Mr. Hathaway estimates his loss 
at ?15,000 — uninsured. None of the 
goods in tho freo warehouse, on the 
opposite side of Harrison street were 
damaged. Riley & Verst estimate 
their loss of hav and graiti at about 
§5,000; fully insured. P. S. Corn- 
wall &Co., agonts of tho Black Dia- 
mond Coal Campany, owned the hay- 
barn and shod adjoining. Under 
tho shod thoy had stored about 1,000 
tons of coal, a groat portion of which 
was burned. They woro unable to 
furnish an estimate of their loss. It 
was also impossible to form a correct 
estimate of the loss sustained by the 
others, but it ia supposed that the en- 
tire loss will not fall short of $GjU,- 
000, 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDKD. 

The following is tho list of tho per- 
sons killed by tho explosion: 

Frederick Haase, the saloon-keeper, 
aged about 40 years. He leaves a wile 
and several children. Th 3 body was 
not much disfigured, but bones were 
broken. He was killed instantly. 

A man named Clark, foreman of 

J. N. Risdon, was burnt to a crisp. 

A colored man named Brown was 
taken from the ruins dead, but not 
much disfigured. Ho was employed 
about the wharf as messenger. 

James Mclntyre sustained severe 
spinal injuries, from which ho died 
died shortly aftor being removed to 
tho hospital. Ho was discharged from 
the navy a few days ago. 

THE WOUNDED. 

Tho wouuded'wero immediately ta- 
ken to St. Mary's hospital, whore Dr. 
Murphy and soveral othor pbysioiarja 
attended to their wounds. Tho Sisters 
were unremitting in their efforts to 
mako everything as comfortablo as 
possible for tho mangled and bleeding 
sufferers. 

James Finucgan received severe but 
not dangerous wounds in the face 
from flying glass and splinters. Ho 
was taken to tho city prison hospital. 

Mrs. Margaret Thompson was ter- 
ribly cut up by fragments of glass, 
Her body, neck and face and legs aro 
frightfully lacerated. Dr. Murphy 
extracted nearly fifty large pieces of 



ly injured, there nro hopes for hor re- 
covery. 

Mrs. Hnaso, tho wifo of tho saloon- 
keeper who was killed, was very badly 
injured. Her face was cut and one 
eye was pvt out by broken glass. Hor 
injuries are not necessarily fatal. 

Herman Haase, her son, aged ten 
years, recoived severe injuries about 
tho head. 

Aleaandor Thompson, a 'longshore- 
man and tho husband of Mrs. Thomp- 
son who was so seriously injured, had 
his thigh and arm broken, and receiv- 
ed serious injury about the head. He 
is not expected to live. 

Henry Rhodes, who worked in the 
restaurant opposite, wa3 severely in- 
jured about the head. 

Wm. Knight, aged 38, received in- 
juries to his head, nnd was hurt in- 
ternally. Slight hopes are entertain- 
ed of his rocovery. 

Henry Richards, a seafaring man, 
was fatally injured, both eyes having 
been put out and the skull and bones 
of the face fractured. At the time of 
the ox plosion he was taken a drink in 
the saloon.
